In looking upon a 
sailing chart of tho coast between this pori 
and Stekin River, tbe new boundary of 
this country aud the American (possessions 
to tbe North, I was struck with tbe magni- 
tude of the prospects of these Colonies in the 
fuiuro. In the Queen Charlotte group i 
think thore are seven or eight islands, but 
iiow many more lay close in shore, I know 
not. 1 would ask are the propagandiita of 
colonization of this generation as far sighted 
as those of tbe last century? England in 
that age sent out Vancouver ard Cook, not 
only 10 discover, but" to distribute plants 
aud domestic stock among the Islands of tbe 
Pacific. Can our Legislators not emulate 
these grand benefactors, and if we cannot 
in our uge populate these countries with 
human beings, let.us at least copy tbeir ex- 
ample and distribute among them a few 
thousand bead of cattle, goats, sheep, and 
hogs. These Islands can support deer in 
abundance, and the cattle would subsist 
during tho winter by browsing.
